2. From the 9 July 1954 issue, the following is quoted for your 
information: 


"The Director of the Diplomatic Secret Service of the United 
States, Allen Dulles, had the brilliant idea not to compromise 
before the German public all those German diplomats incriminated 
by the various offenses as had been suggested by the Chief Prose- 
cutor in Nuernberg, Robert Kempner, but to put them under constant 
personal pressure so that the foreign political plans of the 
United States and Western Europe could be also assisted without 
financial expense through the personal help on the part of the 
Adenauer diplomats."
